2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-25 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method for 
simplifying the control of flow of a fluid in a fuel process, the method comprising the steps of: determining. From among a plurality 
of inputs for the fluid in the fuel processor, a first fluid input which requires the greatest precision of control of the rate of fluid flow; 
regulating the rate of fluid flow at the first input based upon feedback from a sensor associated with the first fluid input, wherein such 
regulation occurs with a first time constant; and regulating the rate of fluid flow at each of the remaining inputs based upon feedback 
from at least one sensor so that the flows satisfy at least one criterion selected from: 1) having a regulatory time constant that is at 
least about three times greater than the time constant of regulation of the first flow; and ii) having a flow volume that is less than 
about 10% of the average flow volume of the fluid at the first input. 

Claims 1-25 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be 
made or used in industry.
